TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


>lr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  report  which  I  now  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  covers  a 
period  of  two  years  1971  and  1 972 * 

Pressure  of  more  urgent  calls  upon  the  time  of  the  staff  of  the 
Department  has  tended  to  cause  ’slippage*  of  the  Annual  Report,  and 
during  the  past  twelve  months  the  demands  of  work  in  connection  with 
the  reorganisation  of  both  local  government  and  of  the  National  Health 
Service  have  made  things  very  difficult.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  I  will  however  endeavour  to  place  upon  record  and  to 
circulate  during  the  first  quarter  of  1974  such  health  statistics  relating 
to  1973  as  may  then  be  available,  prior  to  the  appointed  day  for 
reorganisation  -  1st  April,  1974. 

Fortunately  both  the  years  covered  by  the  present  report  have  been 
quiet  years  from  the  standpoint  of  the  public  health.  There  have  been 
no  remarkable  variations  in  the  patterns  of  mortality  nor  have  there  been 
any  alarming  outbreaks  of  notifiable  disease.  Worsley  shared  the 
experience  of  the  country  as  a  whole  in  that  the  birth  rate  in  1972 
shewed  a  marked  drop:  at  15.1  per  1,000  it  was  the  lowest  rate  since 
1955  in  Worsley,  and  compared  with  an  average  rate  of  16.6  for- -the  five 
years  1967  to  1971.  The  national  rate  dropped  from  16.0  in  1971  to 
14.8  in  1972.  Notwithstanding  this  low  birth  rate,  the  mid-1972 
population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  topped  the  50,000  mark 
for  the  first  time  -  this  being  double  the  population  of  'Worsley  during 
the  War  years  and  in  the  late  thirties. 
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In  our  crowded  island,  with  increasing  pressures  upon  our  resources, 
the  conflict  of  interest  between  the  needs  of  health  and  the  demands  of 
other  developments  -  such  as  housing,  industry,  motorways  and  the  increase 
in  car  ownership,  airports  and  the  development  of  larger  and  larger 
aircraft  -  becomes  increasingly  evident.  It  is  no  longer  practicable  in 
most  cases  to  think  of  prohibition  of  development,  but  it  requires  a 
strong  health  team  to  stand  up  to  -these  pressures  and  to  negotiate  the 
best  possible  deal  for  health,  whether  by  way  of  judicious  siting, 
revision  of  layout,  screen  wal-l-s  or  double  glazing,by  prescribing  chimney 
height,  or  by  limitation  of  noise,  Worsley  can  furnish  examples  of 
instances  in  which  development  has  been  permitted  -  sometimes  of  housing 
too  close  to  established  industry  or  intensive  farming  -  which  has  given 
rise  to  ^justifiable  complaints  about  nuisances  which  it  is  very  difficult 
to-  jgMwi*  tigate.  With  Worsley*  s  potential  for  development,  and  the 
possibility  in  the  future  of  further  erosion  of  the  green  belt,  it  behoves 
those  who  represent  the  people  of  Worsley  in  the  new  Metropolitan  District 
Council  to  ensure  that  the  views  and  recommendations  of  the  Environmental 
HeaJLth  .Department  are  sought  and  taken  note  of  in  relation  to  every  major 
development  in  the  District <>

After  1st  April,  1974  you  will  no  longer  have  a  'Medical  Officer  of 
Health':  the  Government  proposals  however  do  provide  that  a  medically 
qualified  'proper  officer '/community  physician  will  be  appointed  on  the 
staff  of  the  Area  Health  Authority  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  advise  the 
Local  Authority,  specifically  in  relation  to  outbreaks  of  foodpoisoning 
and  the  control  of  notifiable  disease,  and  more  generally  on  the  medical 
aspects  of  matters  of  environmental  health.  I  trust  that  this  arrangement 
will  work  as  effectively  and  as  harmoniously  as  the  arrangement  by  which 
my  services  have  been  made  available  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  to 
your  Council  for  the  past  seventeen  years „

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities.  Within  the 
district  is  the  Worsley  ’’braided”  intersection  which  gives  direct  access 
to  Motorways'  M62  and  K63«  Two  trunk  roads,  the  Manchester  to  Liverpool 
East  Lancashire  Road  (A„580)  and  the  Manchester  to  Preston  road  (A. 6)  pass 
through  the  district.  Rail  passenger  facilities  are  available  at  the  Britisl 
Rail  Walkden  High  Level  station,  and  the  Bridgewater  Canal  transverses  the 
district  from  east  to  west.  Bus  services  are  provided  by  the  S.E.L.N.E.C. 
Transport  Authority  and  the  Lancashire  United  Bus  Company* 

Over  a  number  of  years  the  industries  of  the  town  have  changed  from 
predominantly  coal  and  cotton  to  those  of  a  more  varied  nature.  The 
principal  industries  are  now:  light  and  heavy  engineering,  iron  and  brass 
founding,  tailoring  and  garment  manufacture,  chemical  manufacture,  cotton 
spinning,  weaving  and  dyeing,  plastic  utensil  manufacture,  food  preparation 
and  warehousing.  In  addition  a  small  proportion  of  the  population  are  stil] 
employed  in  the  coal  industries  although  there  are  no  longer  any  active 
mines  in  the  district,  r 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect 
on  the  health  of  the  residents  in  the  district. 

The  density  of  occupation  was  2.93  persons  per  occupied  dwellinghouse 
at  the  end  of  1971  and  2.89  at  the  end  of  1972. 

POPULATION  (table  III) 

The  resident  population  of  Worsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
mid-1971  was  49,800,  an  increase  of  only  30  on  the  estimated  population  for 
the  previous  year  (49,770).  The  estimate  for  mid-1972  was  50,010,  an 
increase  of  210  on  that  for  1971*

BIRTHS  (See  tables  I  and  II ) 

The  number  of  live  births  during  1971  was  824  (424  males  and  400 
females)  as  compared  with  794  in  1970.  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of 
16.5  per  1,000  population  which  is  above  the  rate  for  the  previous  year 
(l6.0)  but  is  below  the  rate  for  the  five  years  1966/1970  ( 1 6 . 6 ) •  The 
number  of  live  births  during  1972  was  755  (403  males  and  352  females). 

The  live  birth-rate  fell  to  15.1  per  1,000  population. 
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STILLBIRTHS  (See  Table  i) 


Still-births  in  1971  numbered  5,  giving  a  still-birth  rate  of  6.0 
per  1,000  total  births.  In  1972  there  were  11,  giving  a  rate  of  14.0 
per  1,000  total  births.  These  rates  compare  with  an  average  rate  of 
19.6  for  the  five  years  i960  to  1970. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (See  Table  i) 

No  maternal  death  occured  during  either  of  the  years  under  report. 
INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Tables  I  and  II ) 

During  1971  there  were  10,  and  during  1972  there  were  18,  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which  give  infant  mortality  rates  of 
12.0  and  of  24.0  respectively  per  1,000  live  births.  These  rates  compare 
with  an  average  rate  of  20.0  for  the  five  years  1966/1970  and  with  the 
National  rates  of  18.0  for  1971  and  17.0  for  1972. 

The  neonatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occuring  in  the  first 
month  of  life  were  6  in  1971  and  13  in  1972,  giving  neonatal  mortality  rates 
of  7.0  and  of  13.0  respectively  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  an 
average  rate  of  13.8  for  the  five  years  1966/1970. 

In  1971  the  perinatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  still-births  (5) 
plus  the  number  of  deaths  occuring  during  the  first  seven  days  of  life  (5) 
were  10.  This  gives  a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  12.0  per  1,000  live 
and  still-births.  In  1972  they  numbered  21,  giving  a  perinatal  mortality 
rate  of  27. 

DEATHS  (See  Tables  I.  II.  Ill  and  IV) 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  1971  was  553  compared  with 
556  in  1970.  The  crude  death  rate  was  11.1  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  11.2  for  1970.  Deaths  during  1972  numbered  547,  giving  a 
crude  death  rate  of  10.9  per  1,000  population.  The  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1971  was  11.6  and  for  1972  12.1  per  1,000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be  seen 
from  the  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  again  due  to  causes 
relating  to  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos.  26  to  30  and  46/6) 
which  together  accounted  for  more  than  5Cf/°  of  all  deaths  in  each  of  the 
years  under  report.  The  high  proportion  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  is  given 
separate  mention  below.  Bronchitis  was  responsible  for  43  deaths  in  1971 
and  39  in  1972,  ie. ,  about  7.5?^  of  all  deaths  in  the  two  years.

The  deaths  from  this  cause  represent  about  2Qr/o  of'  all  deaths  in 
the  district  and  give  cancer  mortality  rates  of  2.23  per  1  000  population 
in  1971  and  2.14  in-  1972.  The  national  rates  were  2.39  per  1,000 
population  for  1971  and  2.43  for  1972. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 

During  1971  there  were  136  deaths  in  which  the  causes  of  death 
were  certified  after  post  mortem  examination  and/or  Coroner’s  inquest. 

The  corresponding  figure  for  1972  was  142  deaths.

.  During  1971  39  bodies  from  Little  Hulton  Police  area  were  directed 
to  Bolton  General  Hospital  and  39  bodies  from  the  Ualkden  Police  area 
were  directed  to  the  Bridgewater  Hospital.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
1972  were  43  to  Bolton  General  and  39  to  Bridgewater  Hospital. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (TABLE  V) 

There  were  198  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  (including 
tuberculosis)  during  1971*  and  378  during. 1972,  In  1971  whooping 
cough  (62  cases)  and  in  1972  measles  (290  cases)  was  the  biggest  single 
cause. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
are  given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII,  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  each  of 
the  years  under  report  there  were  1 1  new  cases  during  the  year 
(lO  respiratory  and  1  non-respiratory) .  In  1971  there  were  two  deaths, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  0.04  per  1,000  population,  and  in  1972  there 
was  one,  giving  a  death  rate  of  0.02  per  1 ,000.  This  compares  with  the 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  0.03  per  1 ,000  population. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Under  arrangements  made  bip  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the 
opportunity  of  having  their  children  immunised  from  the  age  of  four  months 
These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  clinics  and  by 
general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.

Section  47  of  this  Act,  as  amended  in  1951  gives  power  to  remove 
compulsorily  to  hospital  or  part  i'll  accommodation,  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and 
which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

Action  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort  when  a  person  is  in  an  advanced 
state  of  neglect  and  is  unwilling  to  go  voluntarily.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


for  the  years  1971  and  1972 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  report  for  the  years  1971  and  1972. 

I 

Sixty  houses  were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  habitation  and 
suitable  for  inclusion  within  clearance  areas.  A  further  six  houses 
were  also  deemed  to  be  unfit  for  habitation  and  dealt  with  by  way  of 
individual  unfit  house  procedure. 

A  survey  of  housing  conditions  carried  out  in  1972  following  a 
request  contained  in  Department  of  the  Environment  Circular  50/72, 
indicated  that  the  worst  of  Worsleyfs  sub-standard  houses  had  been  cleared. 
However,  there  are  still  a  substantial  number  of  houses  built  around  the 
turn  of  the  century  which  do  not  conform  to  the  twelve  point  improvement 
grant  standard.  In  an  effort  to  improve  and  preserve  this  stock  of 
houses  the  Council  declared  five  areas,  containing  almost  500  houses, 
to  be  "improvement  areas",  in  which  not  only  the  houses  themselves  are 
to  be  improved,  but  also  the  immediate  environment. 

At  the  end  of  1970  all  the  Council* s  smoke  control  orders  were  in 
a  state  of  suspension  due  to  a  shortage  of  fuel.  Happily  the  orders 
again  became  effective  on  the  1st  May,  1971,  and  further  progress  has 
been  made  since  that  time. 

A  survey  of  packaged  foods  bearing  date  code  marks,  on  sale  at 
retail  shops,  was  carried  out  in  the  spring  of  1971.  Of  the  i486 
packages  examined  78  were  found  to  be  still  on  sale  after  the 
recommended  shelf  life  date.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the 
foods  were  unfit  for  human  consumption,  but  they  were  not  of  the 
freshness  expected  by  the  customers.  The  blame  cannot  always  be  laid 
at  the  hands  of  the  retail  trader  as  many  of  the  codes  are  indecipherable, 
except  to  the  producers  concerned. 

Once  again  a  regular  weeks  collection  or  refuse  was  maintained, 
except  at  holiday  times,  but  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to 
do  so.  The  stringent  regulations  relating  to  the  safety  of  collection 
vehicles  results  in  the  vehicles  being  off  the  road  for  longer  periods  to 
ensure  that  they  are  mechanically  sound.  The  introduction  of  the  Heavy 
Goods  Vehicle  Licence  for  drivers  has  reduced  the  availability  of  drivers, 
and  the  granting  of  an  extra  week*s  holiday  fo  collection  staff  makes  it 
difficult  to  maintain  complete  collectim  teams. 
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I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  support  I  have  received  from  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Elwood 
and  the  staff  of  the  department.

HOUSING 


General 


The  Council  owned  8119  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  period  under 
review,  and  this  is  equal  to  forty-seven  per  cent  of  all  dwellings  in  the 
district.  Approximately  ninety-four  per  cent  of  privately  owned  houses 
are  occupied  by  their  owners.  Every  encouragement  is  given  to  owners 
to  improve  their  houses  by  means  of  a  grant  if  tfe  expected  life  of  the 
house  exceeds  fifteen  years. 

There  is  no  general  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  and  the  Council 
are  confining  their  building  activities,  to  aged  person  accommodation, 
which  together  with  vacancies  occurring  in  existing  Council  estates  are 
sufficient  to  meet  the  re-housing  needs  of  the  district.  There  were 
two  hundred  and  forty  four  lodger  families  on  the  housing  list  at  the 
end  of  1972,  nearly  all  of  which  were  of  short  duration  and  had  not 
served  the  requisite  qualifying  period.

Slum  Clearance  (Table  XIII ) 

Sixty-six  houses  were  represented  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation,  details  of  which  are  given  in  table 

XIII. 


One  hundred  and  one  houses  were  demolished  and  six  houses  closed, 

203  persons  were  rehoused. 

Housing  Repairs 

Fifty-nine  houses  were  rendered  fit  for  habitation  after  the  service 
of  informal  notices  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts. 

Rent  Acts  1957  and  1969  (Certificates  of  Disrepair) 

There  were  no  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair,  neither 
were  there  any  cancellations  of  certificates. 

Housing  Act  1969  (Qualification  Certificates) 

Eighty  nine  applications  for  qualification  certificates  were  received. 
These  certificates  are  only  issued  in  respect  of  houses  already  provided 
with  basic  amenities,  i.e.  bath,  wash  hand  basin,  sink,  hot  water  supply 
and  W.C.,  and  their  purpose  is  to  enable  owners  of  such  houses  to  apply 
to  the  Rent  Officer  to  fix  a  fair  rent.

Improvement  Grants 


(a)  Discretionary  Grants 

Two  hundred  .applications  for  grants  were  approved,  one  hundred  and 
forty  eight  of  which  were  in  respect  of  owner/occupied  promises. 


(b)  Standard  Grants 

Forty-six  applications  for  the  full  standard  grant  were  approved  and 
twenty-five  for  a  reduced  standard  grant. 

INSPECTION  ANN  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  (Tables  XV  and  XVI ) 

One  private  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  during  the  whole  of  the 
period  and  all  slaughtering  took  place  at  this  establishment. 

Ninety-four  bovines,  four  hundred  and  sixty  sheep  and  eighty-one 
pigs  were  inspected  after  slaughter. 

Sampling  of  Food  and  Drugs 

One  hundred  and  thirty  three  samples  of  foods  and  drugs,  including 
complaint  articles,  were  submitted  for  analysis.  The  following  samples 
were  found  to  be  adulterated  or  otherwise  unsatisfactory.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Smoko  Control  Aroas 


Three  smoke  control  orders  became  operative  during  the  period 
under  review  and  related  to  3220  dwellings.  This  brings  the  number 
of  houses  within  declared  smoke  control  areas  at  the  end  of  1972 
to  141 86  and  represents  83  per  cent  of  dwellings  in  the  district.

GENERAL  SANITATION 


Water  Supply 

The  farm  cottage  which  drew  its  water  supply  from  a  shallow  well 
has  been  closed  and  all  domestic  premises  are  now  provided  with  a  piped 
supply  of  water  from  the  town’s  supplies.  Twelve  samples  of  water  wore 
taken  from  the  public  supply  and  11  were  satisfactory. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  town  centre  conveniences  adjoining  the  Pembroke  Halls  are 
open  from  8  a.m.  to  11  p.m.  from  Monday  to  Friday  and  until  10.30  p.m. 
on  Sunday.  They  are  attended  from  3  p.m.  to  11  p.m.  during  week  days 
and  2.30  -p.m.  to  10,30  p.m.  on  Sundays.

Noise  Nuisances  . .  . 

;  Seven  complaints  of  alleged  noise  nuisance  were  received  during 
1971  and  fifteen  during  1972.  These  included  complaints  re  motorway

noise,  neighbours  wireless,  refrigerator  compressor,  boys  band, 
industrial  sewing  machine,  dogs,  sheet  metal  factory  and  building 
operations.

Pest  Control; 

The  Council’s  pests  officer  carried  out  treatments  for  rodent  and 
insect  infestations.  A  free  service  is  provided  for  householders  and 
a  charge  is  made  for  treatments  at  business  premises. 

Details  of  treatments  carried  out  for  rodent  infestations  are  given 
in  table 
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Two  hundred  and  twenty  four . treatments  for  insect  pests  were 

carried  out  in  1971  and  189  in  1972. 

These  included  treatments  against  bugs,  cockroaches,  silverfish, 
spider  beetles,  fleas,  ants,  earwigs.  During  the  period  102  wasps  nests 
were  destroyed. 

Factories  and  Shops 

(a)  Factories  Act,  1961. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  twelve 
defects  all  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences,  were  discovered. 

(b)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

A  total  of  360  premises  were  registered  at  the  end  of  1972.  Three 
hundred  and  thirteen  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  during  the  period 
under  review  and  53  contraventions  were  noted-.  These  were  of  a  minor 
nature  and  generally  the  premises  were  satisfactory.  It  was  not  considered 
necessary  for  legal  proceedings  to  be  instituted. 

Seven  notifications  of  accidents  were  received  and  the  circumstances 
investigated.  None  of  the  accidents  could  be  said  to  be  due  to  negligence 
of  the  occupiers  of  the  premises.  Details  of  these  accidents  are  as 
follows :

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  Collection 


All  households  have  been  on  the  polythene  sack  system  of  collection 
since  May  1968,  and  time  has  proved  the  system  to  be  popular  both  with 
the  public  and  the  refuse  collectors. 

A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  except  during  the  two  weekly 
periods  per  year  when  the  service  is  closed  for  workmen’s  holidays,  and 
during  the  Christmas  period  when  two  collections  are. made  in  three,  weeks. 
Extra  sacks  are  left  prior  to  the  holiday  periods. 

An  incentive  bonus  scheme  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Head  of  Work 
Study,  offering  a  twenty-five  per  cent  bonus,  was  rejected  by  the  workmen. 
However,  information  obtained  during  the  study  enabled  collection  rounds 
to  be  balanced.  Each  team  was  allocated  a  forty  two  hour  task  and  was 
awarded  a  two  hour  bonus  for  assimilating  additional  premises  etc.  Extra 
bonus  is  paid  when  a  team  is  under  strength  and  at  other  holiday  periods. 

Householders  may  obtain  heavy  duty  polythene  sacks  from  the  department 
for  the  disposal  of  garden  refuse.  There  is  a  modest  charge  41  pence  for 
5  sacks  which  includes  collection  costs. 

More  and  more  requests  for  the  removal  of  bulky  household  refuse 
are  being  received  and  this  often  necessitates  Saturday  morning  overtime 
being  worked. 

At  the  end  of  1972,  158  -  1*j  cu.  yd.  bulk  refuse  containers  were  in 
use  at  schools,  clubs,  shops  and  other  commercial  premises. 

Civic  Amenities  Act.  1967 


There  is  a  statutory  responsibility  on  local  authorities  to  provide 
places  where  refuse  from  domestic  premises  may  be  deposited  free  of  charge. 

In  an  attempt  to  provide  such  places  within  a  reasonable  distance 
of  all  houses  a  multilift  vehicle  and  ten,  10  cu.  yd.  bulk  refuse 
containers  were  purchased.  These  containers  were  sited  on  eight  sites 
throughout  the  district  and  were  well  used.  Unfortunately  they  began 
to  attract  children,  scrap  dealers  and  considerable  motor  traffic  and 
following  complaints  from  nearby  residents  it  became  necessary  to 
withdraw  them  from  the  original  sites  and  at  present  all  the  containers 
are  now  housed  at  two  sites,  one  in  Ellenbrook  Road,  and  the  other  at  the 
entrance  to  Booths  Hall  refuse  tip.  During  the  summer  period  an  average 
of  70  tons  of  refuse  per  week  are  deposited  in  the  Ellenbrook  Road 
containers . 
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The  Council  are  obliged  to  remove  vehicles  abandoned  on  any  land 
or  highway,  subject  to  certain  conditions.  During  the  period  under 
review  79  abandoned  unwanted  motor  vehicles  were  removed  by  a  private 
contractor  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
disposal  of  unwanted  vehicles. 

Refuse  Disposal 


All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Booths  Hall 
Tip,  Boo that own.  An  International  B-100  mechanical  shovel  and  a  Fordson 
tractor  are  used  in  tip  control.
